He demands 
impossible proofe for things he half 
believes in, and he seems to swallow 
the “mind stuff” dreaming of William 
James, which is gratuitous, aud far, 
far more wildly hypothetical than the 
reasonable and practically inevitable 
conclusion that thinking and learning 
involves alteration (and improve- 
ment?) df brain tissue. For our part, 
“happening to think of” anything,” 
eg, a word, although to be classed 
as a. “image” rather than a 
“gensation,” suggests the occurrence 
somewhere of a stimulus, The search 
for that seemingly absent stimulus 
anggests the material, physical basis 
of mental habit by analogy. May 
not the only difference - between a 
sepaatfon (sensory perception) and the 
mentai repetition or memory of it 
(image) be illustrated bv calling the 
actual pereeption a convexity. 
which stamps on the brain a con- 
cavity, and that some subsequent 
sensation in the concavity necessarily 
produces the image of ihe convexity?

NOP MUCH PROGRESS MADE 


Wasutxorox, December 31, 

While replies from France and Japan on the Root resolution are still 
awaited, the prospect of a friendly arrangement regarding methods of sub 
marine warlare seems somewhat to bave revived hopefulness at Washington, 
The Far-Kusters side ol the conference, however, has made little progress in 
tke pant ten days, This is chiefly owing to the delay in the receipt of in- 
structions from Tokyo and is also due to naval issues monopolising attention. 
{tis expected that the next atop of the Far Kastern committee will be the 
consideration of spheses of influcnce and China's request for a discussion of tae 
twenty-one demand (eaty, It is understood that Japan willr fuse to con- 
sider this. Probably the whole subject will be pigeonholed the general 
feeling being that it is impossible, or at any rate at present inadvisable, to go 
back on the treaty agreenient. 


SIBERTA AND SHANTUNG. 


The Siberian question also awaits discussion but in regard to this the 
conference is not expected to go farther than a general declaration regarding 
the territorial integrity of Russia and equal opportunities. It will probably 
be left te a commission to thrash out the question of Chinese railways. The 
Shantung negotiations are not hkely to be resumed uotil the other Far Eastern 
questions are ou’ of the way. In the face of repeated Japanese assertions 
that Shantung was not on the agenda and did not come within the scope of 
President Harding's invitation lo the conference the Ch'neze spokesman 
declared that the questicn would be brought up at the conference by them 
to break the Sino-Japanese deadlock unless some other solution was found 
belure the next meeting of the Far Eastern committee. He added that 
China was unable to make more concessions and had made too many already. 
President Harding has made a statement characterising the reports regarding 
an estrangement between himself and Mr. Hughes over the interpretation of 
the Pacific pact as‘ silly.” 


LATER.
